Ways & Means Committee and since it is likely to be adopted 
more or less in its present form some of its features are worth 
examining now. 
it falls short of the 8 3/4 billion 


^dollars requested by the Treasury 
' Department — probably will yield 
only G billions. But the House com- 
miltccmon had to gel this revenue 
without a federal sales tax, wanted 
by many congressmen but opposed 
by President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Morgcnlhau. Under the cir- 
cumstances, therefore, the com- 
mittee has probably done a pretty 
good job. 


Here are some of the bill's fea- 


tures: 


Personal income tnx exemp- 


tions for married persons arc 
lowered from the present $l,.r)00 
to $1,200—and the normal in- 
come tax rate has been raised 
from 4 to 6 per cent, while the 
surtax rale is increased from 
6 per cent to 12. Payroll deduc- 
tions to anticipate income tax 
obligations will be enforced on 
many persons beginning next 
January 1. 


A record 94 per cent excess 


profit tax on corporations is 
provided—with a special pro- 
vision for government refunds 
to corporations paying this tax,

All decisions made, the commil- 


tec turned the hundreds of pages 
of the complex measure over to 
drafting clerks but reserved 
the 


right to inspect it once more be- 
fore sending it lo the House fin- 
ally for a week's debate beginning 
probably July 13. 


Just a fraction over two-thirds 


of the $8,700,000,000 which Sccre- 
lary Moregenlhau said was "the 
least" that congress should pro- 
vide, the new taxes would offset 
only a small part of the vast war 
expenditures voted since Pearl 
Harbor and still would leave the 
treasury the task of borrowing at 
least $39,000,000,000 in the fiscal 
year that begins July 1. 


The committee's bill, drawn after 


more than three and 
' one-half 


months of consideration. 


The committee built its measure 


around a $5,000,000,000 in increases 
to be paid starling nexl year by 
corpor'alions and individual income 
taxpayers. 


About $2,291,000,000, of that 'toal 


would come from corporation ex- 
cess profits rates which have been 
raised from the current 60 per cent 
maximum to a flat 94 per cent rate, 
and from business normal and sur- 
taxes 
which have been 
boosted 


from 31 to 40 per cent. 


From individuals, the committee 


proposed to take another $2,730,000 
in a manner which would double 
the March 15 tax bills of the low 
and middle income groups. 


The members agreed first, to 


raise the normal tax rate from the 
prsent 4 to 6 per cent. Then they 
boosted the minimum surtax rate, 
applicable to the firsl $2,000 of net 
income from 6 to 12 per cent. 


In addition, the commitlce voted 


to lower the personal exemption of 
a single person from $750 to $500 
and of married couples from $1,500 
to $1,200, bit relaincd Ihe presenl 
$500 credit for each dependent. 


On the theory thai Ihe additional 


burden might be too heavy for the 
improvident, they adopted a pay- 
roll deduction forumla, beginning 
next January, amounting to 10 per 
cent of the difference between tax- 
able income and personal exemp- 
tions. 


In the excise field, the commit- 


tee proposed to raise about $800,- 
000,000 in additional revenue, with 
liquor taxes accounting for $339,- 
000,000 of the total. Distilled spirits 
taxes were raised from $4 to $6 a 
gallon; the beer levy was jumped 
from $6 to $7 a barrel, and the 
graduated scale of imposts on wine 
was upped about one-third. 


Cigarclle taxes were raised from 


$3.25 to $3.50 a thousand; various 
taxes on telephone and telegraph 
bills were about doubled; and the 
federal 5 per cent tax on train 
fares was revised to 10 per cent.

Another Czech 
Town Wiped 
Out by Germans 


London, June 25 —CAP) —The 


Czech 
community of Lcsaty in 


Bohemia has been razed by 
the 


Nazis on the accusation that the 
villagers hid parrachutists involved 
in the slaying of Rcinhard Hey- 
drich, "protector" of Bohemia-Mo- 
ravia, it was reported today in Bud- 
apest radio broadcast heard by a 
Czech government listener here. 


This was the second village wiped 


out by the Germans in vengeance 
for the death of Heydrich, the 
Germans having reported/ June 10 
they had slain the male population 
of Lidice, near Prague, sent the 
women to conccntratrion camps an 
the children to "educational" insti- 
tutions. 


About 350 men faced the firing 


squads in that village. 


What happened to the Lesaty 


population was not disclosed by the 
Budapest broadcast which quoted 
an o f f i c i a l announcement in 
Prague newspapers. 


The announcement charged the 


villages with shielding from police 
the so-called "parachute agents" 
involved in the Heydrich plot. 


Other phases of the purge of anti- 


Axis Czechs continued. The Buda- 
pest radio said that 18 Czechs were 
sentenced to death at Prague yes- 
terday and 12 at Bruen (Brno.) The 
charges were not stated. 


Heydrich died of his wounds on 


June 4. The Nazis alleged he had 
b,een wounded by an anti-tank 
bomb of British manufacture. 


Even before his death they start- 


ed killing hundreds of hostages 
in 


reprisal. Last week they said two 
former officers in the Czech army 
W.ere responsible, they had par- 
acKUtec!1" to earth from* a British 
plane, and that they were shot to 
death in a Prague church on June 
18. "

The British fought a rearguard 


action as 'they withdrew to more 
suitable positions. The forces en- 
gaged must have suffered intense- 
ly under a summer sun which pours 
'down "killing rays and heats t h e 
desert sands so hot you could fry 
an egg on them. I witnessed 
the 


results of the terrible battle of Ro- 
mani on the Sinai desert near the 
Suez canal in August of 1916, and 
I never want to see another sight 
like that. Men died of heat

thirst — cooked to death. 


One would expect the British to 


begin their real stand at Matruh 
on 'the 'coast. This is about ninety 
miles east of Sidi Barrani

is an important point. Matruh was 
head of the railroad to the great 
naval base of Alexandria until the 
line recently was extended into Lib- 
ya by the British.

New York, June 24—Cooperating 


with the War Production Board's 
drive to salvage waste fats and 
greases from the nation's kitchens, 
the A&P Tea Company announced 
today that beginning the first week 
in July such waste will be purchas- 
ed from housewives at meal count- 
ers of its stores throughout the 
country. 


Considered one of the most im- 


portant salvage programs proposed 
by the WPB, the effort is aimed 
at increasing the nation's supply of 
glycerin, a fat derivative vital in 
the production of explosives for 
bombs and shells. Estimating that 
2,000,000,000 pounds of household 
cooking fats are wasted each year, 
WPB hopes to effect the salvage of 
one-quarter 'of this amount.
